This letter is in response to 
Adam Lanteigne *s article, If Men 
Act Like Animals, Cage Them! 
(Lambda, Thursday October 30). 

First, I would like to com- 
mend Mr, Lanteigne on his insight- 
ful ideas regarding the existence of 
rampant sexism, discrimination, 
sexual harassment, and the ever- 
real potential for rape right here at 
Laurentian (all of which exists 
within the much larger social, po- 
litical, hierarchical and patriarchal 
realm of society itself- in shock- 
ingly higher statistics than are ac- 
tually reported). 

However, there were a few 
statements made that I feel I must 
correct. One concern is a popular 
misconception regarding the un- 
derlying causes of violence (in all 
forms) perpetrated daily against 
women. One is the notion that 
these coercive actions are gener- 
ated by men and women "flirting** 
with each other, or a frenzied need 
for sex by the male perpetrator. 
This is actually a very dangerous 
myth which had allowed the "open 
season" war on women to flourish 
almost unquestioned by main- 
stream society. Some of Mr. 
Lanteigne "s quotes regarding sex- 
ist men include, "It would seem 
that sex is an insatiable aspect of 
their lives, a constant, before food 
or shelter. It would seem that men 
place the responsibility on women, 
to regulate their ever constant drive, 
a drive much like animalistic in- 
stinct, forever fornicating if possi- 
ble", "if we cannot control our 
raging libidos...*', "if a woman 
looks at a guy in the eyes, then that 
is just cause for him to expect 
eventual sexual intercourse with 
her.*' 

The point here is that SEX 
is being equated with RAPE, and 



the two are as polarized as two words 
could be. Rape has nothing to do 
with satisfying one's thirsty libido 
drives, nor does rape have anything 
to do with satiating an animalistic 
instinct Rape is a coercive, destruc- 
tive, misogynistic quest for power 
over another person, preferably by 
degrading and humiliating the "vic- 
tim" (I prefer the word "survivor**) 
as much as is humanly possible. Then 
enter a clever five-letter word which 
absolves men of personal responsi- 
bility for their actions - GUILT. Lay 
as much of this shit on women as 
much as possible and the rapist walks 
away, his hands washed of his ac- 
tions and therefore absolved of per- 
sonal responsibility by society. Do 
you ever wonder why it*s always the 
woman* s behaviour which must be 
discredited and picked apart, and his 
behaviour isn't? Rape is the only 
crime in which the victim is blamed 
for the crime occurring. 

Keep in mind that rapists 
don*t cUscriminate on the basis of 
age or attractiveness. Female in- 
fants as young as 15 months have 
been raped, right up to aged 82 (other 
estimates vary even younger and 
older). 

Do the perpetrators of these crimes 
sound like males with healthy "sex** 
drives to you? NO, they don't to me 
either. The fact that rapists have 
some form of regular sex lives; are 
married, cohabitating, steady girl- 
friends; tells us once again that rape 
is NOT an act of uncontrollable pas- 
sion. It is spurred by deep-rooted 
sexism in our society, not lusL 

Another quote by Mr. 
Lanteigne states, " It has come to the 
point where any friendly intentions 
on the part of women is justification 
enough for men to fulfill their ado- 
lescent wet dreams." The only re- 
sponse to this is that adolescent wet 



dreams are healthy, rape is not 
Another quote reads, ".. jespon- 
sibility be placed on women to 
draw a definite line in the flirting 
field.** Why must the onus con- 
tinually be placed on women to 
control men's actions? (A differ- 
entiation must also be made be- 
tween harmless "flirting" and po- 
tentially dangerous harassment). 
Responsibility and accountabil- 
ity must be placed where they 
rightly belong: on men who don't 
take "NO" for an answer, on men 
who believe that they have the 
right to treat women as they wish, 
and therefore disregard her feel- 
ings and views, and men who 
believe that women exist solely 
to satisfy men, whether she con- 
sents or not 

Isn*t it odd that the Rape 
Shield law has been struck down, 
which once again make her past 
sexual life an issue, whereas his 
is not? It is simply re-victimiza- 
tion of women by the Injustice 
System in Canada. Rape contin- 
ues to happen everyday because 
men continue to get away with it 
it's as simple as that. This is not 
only a womens* issue, it's e very- 
one's issue, and until every per- 
son examines the lies that allow 
rape to continue, it won't get bet- 
ter. Denial has never changed 
anything. Two (of many ) books 
which I recommend men and 
women to read are I Never Called 
it Rape (Robin Warshaw), and 
No Safe Place : Violence Against 
Women and Children (edited by 
Connie Guberman and Margie 
Wolf). Until rape and all vio- 
lence are eradicated, we are not 
the civilized people we profess to 
be.

"The purpose of this 
motion is simply to deter- 
mine the opinions of the 
SGA Council. If it is not 
passed we will assume that 
the Council is against the 
idea of a francophone uni- 
versity." said Mark Green 
at last weeks SGA meet- 
ing. The executive had 
decided earlier this week 
that they needed some di- 
rection from the entire 
SGA council in order to 
form a policy on this im- 
portant question. 

A number of people 
spoke against this motion 
because they felt that a 
francophone university 
will spell a death blow to 
Laurentian. They also felt 
that it was absurd to think 
that a francophone univer- 
sity in Ontario would not 
affect Laurentian in a 
negative manner. Money 
that would be used to fund 
such an institution would 
come directly out of LU's 
budget and would seri- 
ously undermine every- 
thing that this university 
has tried to do for the past 
30 years. 

Some speakers also 
attacked those who are 
fighting for the creation of 
a francophone university 
by saying that they should 
concentrate their efforts on 
improving what exists, not 
trying to destroy it. They 
also felt that such an idea 
conflicts with the concept 
of bilingualism in Canada. 
"We should be working 
harder to bring people to- 
gether." 

Other members of 
Council spoke in favor of 
the motion saying that, 
since anglophone students 
have access to quality edu- 
cation, we should support 
the same for francophone 
students. Francophones 
deserve to be able to at- 
tend a university of their 
own without being forced 
to leave the province. 

The motion was de- 
feated, with 7 voting in 
favor, 13 against and 1 
abstention.

on and off campus). 
While she didn't 
make any specific 
commitments for ac- 
tion, she did main- 



tain that Laurentian stu- 
dents would have a voice 
through her on city coun- 
cil.

2. Description of complaint 



The breakdown of Communism in Eastern Europe is perhaps the most startling and sudden of 
the changes Dyer outlined. In less than three years the two Germanies united, democracy returned 
Ito all Central Eastern European countries, and the U.S.S.R. rejected seventy years of dogma and 
ideology to implement democratic change in the Soviet republics. Dyer emphasized that this rapid 
thange differed from other periods of upheaval during the twentieth century because violence, except 
n Rumania, was not necessary to initiate change, and that the changes that have occurred are generally 
tor the better. 

Dyer's second piece of evidence supporting his hypothesis concerned the growth of democ- 
|racy worldwide. Twelve years ago, only one-third of the world's population lived under democratic 
(governments — although the definition of 'democracy' can fluctuate widely from country to coun- 
|try — while more than two-thirds of the world's populace lived in democratic countries by 199 1 . Dyer 
[felt this fact was critical because, historically, democratic countries do not go to war against one 
pnother. 

Finally, Dyer emphasized the role of international organizations like the United Nations in 
preserving peace. While not supporting the Gulf War, Dyer correctly stated that the American-led 
Intervention to restore the borders of Kuwait epitomized the way the U.N. was originally designed to 
function. More importantly, the U.N. is now actively interfering in internal matters of various 



countries like Cambodia, Angola, Namibia, and Iraq. In matters of human rights and civil war, Dyer 

[was optimistically confident that the Pol Pots of the world can never again wreak havoc on domestic 

"^populations. 

1 Dyer concluded that the overwhelming problem confronting his somewhat rosy hypothesis 

[deals with environmental concerns. The four-fifths of the world's population that are not industrial- 
lized cannot go through the same process the industrialized West experienced without destroying the 

planet. Dyer suggested that the developed countries of the world must sacrifice some of their wealth 

•and affluence to support other less fortunate nations.

For those who may not be famil- 
iar with Current Contents, it is a 
periodical which keeps subscrib- 
ers up-to-date with the contents 
of other journals. Since the can- 
cellation, we have discovered an 
alternative way to keep-to-date- 
with your favorite journals that 
costs no money. Using UN- 
COVER , an on-line data base 
that may be accessed in the com- 
fort of your home, or any one of 
the terminals hooked onto the uni- 
versity computer, you may browse 



the current contents on over 
10,000 journals. See the Amiable 
Librarian for details. 

Question: I would like to sug- 
gest that when possible, the 
small rooms on the perimeter 
of the second and third floors of 
the library be made available to 
mature students, for individual 
use, whenever possible. As a 
mature student, I come here to 
work, not socialize.

Unfortunately, the first 
copy costs us $4,000 yearly, and 
a second would cost us an addi- 
tional $2,000. You may have 
noticed that we have instituted a 
reservation system for the CDs at 
the Information Desk and this 
seems to have improved access to 
our most popular CDs. In the 
near future, we hope to load all 
our CDs on the university com- 
puter, making them accessible 
form several terminals at once. 
Stay tuned. 

Question: I find that opening 
hours for the library on the 
weekend should be a bit earlier 
( especially on Sunday). Some 
students like to get an earlier 
start and 1:30 p.m. is quite late. 

Reply: Library hours are under 
review and will be modified as 
needed.

Glossy Magazines (Looking Up and Campus

- not a paper for students by students; 

- commercial venture whose objective is profit; 

- the profit they gain is being used for outside 
benefits and not for the student press 



The health of your newspaper, 
your voice, is being destroyed by glossy 
magazines. They are intruding into the 
advertising market of your student pa- 
per. Every time you pick up and bring 
home a glossy magazine, you are en- 
couraging national advertisers to adver- 
tise in a profit driven magazine instead 
of in your paper that has your own inter- 
ests at heart. 

Should private interest groups 
have anything to do with the student 
newspaper market? Every time you 
1 pick up a glossy magazine (ie: Campus 
Canada . Looking Up) you are saying 
yes! Did you know that you had such 
power? Well now you do. 

These profit driven magazines 
are hindering your student paper's fi- 
nancial stability. This contributes to 
smaller papers, lower quality of produc- 
tion, stories that are cut due to space, no 
graphics editor, and newspaper staff 
scrambling for more local advertising 
causing the staff to spend less time pro- 
ducing a higher quality, more interest- 
ing and factual newspaper to you, the 
student of L.U.. 

For decades, students have run 
newspapers on university and college 
campuses across the country. Toprotect 
their ad market from private interest 
groups, ten years ago Canadian Univer- 
sity Press (CUP) members established 
an advertising cooperative called Cam- 
pusPlus to solicitadvertising for student 
newspapers. 

Student journalists exhausted a 
great many resources to establish an 
advertising tool owned by students. The 
advertising co-operative has been very 
successful and because of this, student 
newspapers in Canada and most impor- 
tantly, students in general have enjoyed 
the benefits of keeping the money within 
their own community. 

All of this is jeopardized by Look- 
ing Up, Campus Canada and other maga- 
zines like them. 

Studentsacross the country have 
been speaking out against these profit- 
driven magazines. In some cases stu- 
dents are taking matters into their own 
hands. If Concordia, Carleton or York 
University students had anything to do 
with it, private interest groups would 
have no place in the student newspaper 
market. Lookine Up has recently been 
banned at these three campuses and cop- 
ies were thrown out. Students at other 
campuses across the country are in die 
process of doing the same. 

In a letter sent to us by the pub- 
lisher of Looking Up 4 Glenmont Publi- 
cations, they said that a section of the 
magazine would showcase student jour- 



nalism by reprinting the best articles 
from campus papers across the country. 
However, the only place in this 44 page 
glossy magazine that Laurentian is men- 
tioned is on page 38 taking up 2 lines: 
LAURENTIAN UNIVERSITY 
Oct 15 3 Piece Suit — Band 
Is mis all our university has to offer? 
What about student organization events, 
Super Pubs, Employment Centre, Stu- 
dent Services, Health Services, Media 
Centre, Alumni Affairs, sporting events, 
and many other student interest groups 
pertaining to this university. If you, the 
students, do not speak out against the 
circulation of such magazines on your 
campus, all you will receive as informa- 
tion regarding your student life is die 
odd publication of who is playing in the 
pub because your university paper will 
not be able to survive this lack of support 
and funds. Your newspaper, your voice, 
will cease to exist. 

This four colour, glossy maga- 
zine is attracting advertisers with its 
flashy format, and its low costs per page. 
Since its inception two years ago, it has 
doubled the number of pages per issue 
and now boasts an expanded distribu- 
tion from Ontario and Quebec to 60 
campuses across the country. 

This growth is due to increases in 
advertising revenue, and the bulk of that 
revenue is coming out of the pages of 
your student newspapers. For example, 
the latest issue of Looking Up contained 
ads from Carter Products, Trojan con- 
doms, Upjohn Laboratory, General 
Motors, and Casio Calculators. These 
clients alone invested a total of well over 
$200,000 in Campus Plus (our source of 
national advertising) papers alone last 
year. 

They can deliver a flashy prod- 
uct at a very low cost relative to that of 
using the newspapers, so advertisers are 
opting for reduced circulation in order to 
be seen in a glossy format at an attractive 
price tag. 



Advertising revenue that Look- 
in g U p gleans does not in any way ben- 
efit the students on campus. In fact, it 
means that Campus Plus will not have 
that quarter of a million dollars to pay 
Lambda 's portion of paper remittances, 
or subsidies. Not only that, but Looking 
Up is riding on the coat tails of the 
research that Campus Plus (ie: student 
papers) funds in order to sell the student 
market to national advertisers. 

They are riding in without a lick 
of proof mat students even read their 
publication, and take dollars (therefore 
your newspaper) directly away from you. 

We can do little to discredit their 
distribution while they hold signed agree- 
ments with the SGA. However, this 
agreement is between Looking Up and 
Dan Roy. Dan Roy has been with the 
SGA for 5 years and is the General 
Manager of the Pub. He wasn ' t elected, 
he was hired. Why does one person hold 
such power to destroy your voice on 
campus? How can such a person repre- 
sent your interests when you were not 
given a choice as to whom should have 
this power? Let the SGA know that you, 
the students of L.U. , do not appreciate or 
condone this behaviour. Support your 
student paper and let your voice be heard. 
Send SGA your thoughts. If you don't, 
you will lose your newspaper. Remem- 
ber, your voice is being muffled by this 
contract between Looking Up and Dan 
Roy. 

We are not asking for much Just 
cut out the box below and drop it in a 
campus mail box and you will have done 
your part. Your signature would be 
appreciated; however, you may with- 
hold it if it causes any fundamental wor- 
ries.
